Both parts of the poll are of unusual] 
interest. The south side theaters are 
indistinctly indicative of the sentiment 
in the localities in which they are 
located. More south side figures are 
necessary before the trend can be 
indicated. 

The office building straws probably 
supply a definite view of the trend of 
opinion among that class of citizenry. 
To go further now in attempting to 
interpret them is impracticable. In 
fact, without more figures, the poll re- 
turns of yesterday are confusing. 
Surely these office workers go to mo- 
vies. Then why did THe Tripunr’s 
poll of movies show Dever traveling 
at such a slow pace?

In the office buildings and Board of 
Trade Mayor Dever went at a merry 
clip yesterday.

Interest in Poll Seen.

The international settlement as it 
is known today was, formed in 1862 
by joint action of the British and 
American consuls under a new set of 
land regulations including a form of 


government as it exists today. 

The municipal council governing the 
international settlement consists of 
not more than nine nor less than five 
persons, elected annually by foreigners 
owning land valued at mure than $300, 
(500 taels), or paying an assessment 
of$6, (10 taels), or as householders 
paying on an assessed rental of not 
less than $300 a year. 


Chinese Kept Out. 

The qualification for election to ths 
council was that the <andidate be a 
foreigner paying an annual assess- 
ment of $30, or as a huuseholder pay- 
ing on an assessed rertal of $720 a 
year. 

The council is subject to the scrutiny 
of the consuls of the treaty powers 
and they are its channel of communi- 
cation with the Chinese :.uthorities on

82-3 square miles, and the French 
concession, which contains four square 
miles, the total foreign population is 
only 36,800 while there are 1,099,500 
Chinese. The Chinese pay four-fifths 


of the taxes. The Chinese have de- 


manded five of the nine seats in th 
municipal council. They have peen 
offered three, but have refused. 

The foreign residents of Shanghai, 
and particularly the British and Amer. 
icans, have not restritfed their resi- 
dence to the international settlement.

SHANGHAI AND THE 


CANTONESE. 

‘With the capture of Shanghai by the Cantenese 
fdrees the Chinese situation enters a new phase. 
We do not refer to the possibilities of acute inter- 
national complications although they are obvious. 
Bht Shanghai is the greatest prize in China from 
every point of view. It is the richest souree of 
revenue. Its possession means not only funds for 
war, government, or spoils, but the strategic com- 
raand of the Yangtze, the chief artery of Chinese 
internal commerce, and with tt mastery of the 
great central plain. We do not say the northern 
provinces cannot exist without it. That is far 
from true. But with it the Cantonese should be 
able to consolidate their strength on a very sub 
stantial basis and make a more forceful claim for 
recognition as the predominant government. More 
over, the effect of its capture must be very bad 
upon the fragile morale of the rorthtrn leaders 
ané it ie not improbable that a good deal of their 
military strength will begin to wane. 

If. it were not for Canton’s entanglement with 
- Moscow, this development might be welcomed. If 
are not to continue ruinously one faction or another 
must gain the upper hand. All real interests both 
of China and the western powers involved in the 
Far East were being seriously injured by the 
futfle struggle of factions for selfish power. This 
struggle did not represent anything constructive. 
It was not @ contest of political ideas or economic 
principies. Therefore it was not working toward 
anything permanent. 

But it is fair to say that the Cantonese party 
comes nearer to representing a program than any 
of the northern war lords. Its ideas are radical 
but they promise something to the Chinese masses. 
Sun Yat Sen was a patriot and he bequeathed a 
real national movement to his followers. It is a 
pity he fell under the influence of economic and. 
political ideas which are not going to help China 
t© economic progress and that his movement has 
become complicated with Moscow’s international 
enmities and ambitions. No one can wisely hazard 
Prediction upon how Chinese nationalism as ex- 
pressed by the Cantonese party and by the radical 


tween left and right in any revolutionary move 
ment and we shall now see whether the usual 
success of the extremists in such movements is to 
come. It is said that the military head of the Can- 
tenese, Gen. Chang Kai-shek, is a moderate but 
how loyal to him are his troops? Personal loyalty 
to & commander, so familiar in the military history 
of Europe, does not seem to be very common in 
the Chinese armies, and the Cantonese movement 
seems to be largely influenced by Russian advisers 
whose influence will certainly not be favorable to 
moderation. : 
Meantime in the foreground of our interest is 
the foreign settlement at Shanghai, a modern city 
of wealth and organized life. Under the guns of a 
formidable naval concentration, with a fair land 
force to supplement it, the foreigners can be pro- 
tected as to their lives, but the property interests, 
involving millions of invested capital and years of 
industry, cannot be saved by gun fire. We can 
only hope for China and for its relations with the 


ative instincts have not been suppressed but can 
find some effective means of expressing themselves 
in this crisis. There are solid Chinese interests 
which have no inclination toward communism and 
which are quite acute enough to perceive the mis- 
chief of bolshevik manipulation of China’s exter- 


nal relations. But united action is not easy for 
them. 


THE PROFESSORS AND THE 
INTERNATIONAL BANKERS. 


Secretary Mellon answered President Hibben and 
the Princeton professors asking for a revision 
of the debt settlements with a letter showing that 
with what the allies get from Germany they can 
pay their debts to the United States, Great 
Britain’s debtors can pay up and all will have 
millions in surplus, | 


Mr. Hibben replied to Mr. Mellon by quoting a 
statement by the debt commission when the settle- 
ment was being negotiated that the payment of 
the American debt would not be considered in 
relation to the payment of German reparations, 
that the two were different questions and each 
should stand on its own. Mr. Hibben evidently 
regaried this as a justification for the professors’ 
advocacy of debt reduction. 


Mr. Mellon and the American debt commissioners 
would not make the payment of the American 
debt dependent in terms on the payment of the 
German debt. France even now-insists on such 
terms. Mr. Mellon said that the agreement should 
leave Germany out of it. The allies had borrowed 
the money. It was a debt. The United States 
would reduce it and did. It was sliced down until 
it represented virtually the money borrowed after 
the fighting stopped and excluded the loans made 
during the fighting and for fighting purposes. 
This reduction was made on the theory of the 
ability to pay. 


The ability to pay includes the resources avail- 
able through Germany, but it is not a condition 
of the payment to the United States that Germany 
shall pay and that if Germany defaults the debtors 
to America may default and be justified by the 
terms of the agreement. Mr. Mellon says that 
Germany is paying and shows how the amounts 
paid give the debtors to the United States a large 
and with years an increasingly large balance after 
they have met their own obligations. That is a 
fact and it has nothing to do with the decision of 
the debt commission not to write it into the terms. 
Mr. Hibben will probably realize this and perceive 
that his answer did not have anything to do 
with the case. 

The professors of Princeton and Columbia, and 
of other universities who want the United States 
to buy its good name back and pay the foreign 
scolds to stop calling it Shylock, have distinguished 
company in the international bankers. Their in- 
fluence was strong when the settlements were 
being negotiated and they wanted the reductions 
which were granted. They may not be as idealistic 
and they certainly are not as soft as the profes- 
sors, but they. are all on the same track, headed 
for the same station. The bankers want the debts 
wiped out in order that the money may have, 
to their way of thinking, better uses. They doubt 
that they are regarded as altruistic. They hope 
the professors will be so regarded.

SPARROW TRAPPING. 

Wilmette, March 19.—One reads much 
about what to do to attract”the song- 
birds, i. e.—plant berry bushes, put Up 
nesting boxes, etc, but the songbird will 
not stay long where the English sparrow 
prevails. It is just a few years ago that 
I had bluebirds nésting in my back yard, 
but the sparrow appeared, and I have 
not seen a bluebird in the neighborhood 
since. A couple of years ago, I invested 
in a sparrow trap, and I succeeding in 
trapping great numbers of the pest, with 
the result that. the sparrows dciminisaed 
in my part of the neighborhood, and 
consequently the songbirds gained a 
foothold. 

Last year I actually had five different 
kinds of songbirds nesting in my back 
yard, and I expect even better results 
this year. Probably the bluebird will 
come back. The English sparrow should 
be trapped before his nesting season 
starts, and that means, within the next 


to set free all other sparrows, other than 
the English sparrow, which should hap- 
pen to get into the trap. The greatest 
enemy of the songbird, after the English 
sparrow, is the common house cat. Every 
owner of a cat should be advised to 
place a bell about its neck.

CORPORATE LEGAL AND MEDICAL 
SERVICE. 

Chicago, March 19.—Your editorial en- 
titled “ Corporate Legal and Medical 
Service,” in which you suggest that the 
public may be best served by corpora- 
tions handling legal and medical work 
sounds plausible but is fallacious. It is 
based on the assumption that so long as 
a,newcomer in an industry is poor and 
struggling he is a shyster but as soon 
as he becomes rich and powerful ipso 
facto he becomes Com- 
bined with this assumption is the correi- 
ative idea that large organizations give 
better service. Obviously both ideas are 
erroneous. 

Your suggestion that 
should be recognized as ethical, taken in 
conjunction with your suggestion above, 
clearly indicates that you have no con- 
ception of the reason for the prohibition 
against corporations practicing law and 
medicine. The practice of law and medi- 
cine calls for personal service and per- 
sonal integrity of the highest order. The 
lawyer is necessarily a confident and the 
repository of many secrets. He is often 
called upon to advise clients relative to 
the conduct of business where thousands 
of dollars depend upon the advice given. 
He, also, is often called upon to advise 
relative tp family matters requiring the 
highest degree of judgment and sympa- 
thy as well as secrecy. Much the same 
can be said for the doctor. The public 
may hesitate to confide in a corporation, 
and prefer to single out their personal 
friends or men of high personal attain- 
ment for this purpose. It should not be 
overlooked that doctors and lawyers in 
giving advice and rendering service are 
at all times assuming a tremendous risk, 
for large damages may be collectéd 
against them for bad advice and service 
and.also may cost them their licenses.

TARIFF IS ASKED 
ASSOCIATION 


A high tariff on sugar was de- 
manded in a statement issued last 
night by members of the United States 
Beet Sugar association in its annual 
meeting at the Palmer house. It 
was pointed out that the cost of sugar 
production in this country is higher 
than it is in Cuba. In spite of this, 
the statement continued, farmers in 
the beet growing sections are more 
prosperous than those engaged in 
growing other crops.

Glee Club Wins 
Annual Contest

In one important respect the annual 
intercollegiate glee club contest has 
had a good effect. It has resulted in 
bracing up standards of music and 
singing all along the line.

Go Slow in Joining 
Slow Clubs, Advice of 


Community Director 


Go slow in joining a Slow club, un- 
less you know just what interests are 
back of it. | 

This is the advice which Miss Marie 
Merrill, supervisor of the board of edu- 
cation’s community centers and official 
director for any Slow clubs which may 
be started under the auspices of the 
mayor’s recreational committee, gave, 
yesterday to prospective members of 
any similar organizations. 

“The two big features to be 
watched,”’ Miss Merrill said yesterday, 
standards 
high and, above all, to keep the organl- 
zation away from commercial interests. 
I am sure that the young people .who 
sincerely want to join a so-called Slow 
club have too much sense to let them- 
selves or their organization be ex- 
ploited by commercial interests, busi- 
ness projects or advertising schemes.” 


In an effort to supply a fairly stand- 
ardized pattern for such clubs, free 
from all business or commercial ad- 
juncts, Miss Merrill has offered to any 
group of young people the use of 
school buildings and community 
houses at the rental of $2 an eve- 
ning. Five such clubs, with accredited 
sponsors, have already been organ- 
ized. They are: 

1—Meets at Hyde Park High school 
on Friday nights, sponsored by Carl 
Hendrickson. 

2—Meets at Avalon Park field house 
on Tuesday nights, sponsored by Carl 
Hendrickson. 

3—Meets at Hegewisch community 
center on Thursday nights, sponsored 
by Carl Hendrickson. 

4—Meets at Woman's City club, 
pending selection of permanent head- 
quarters, on Tuesday nights, sponsored 
by Mrs. Roger F. Howe. 

5—Meets at Albany Park field house 
on Tuesday nights, sponsored by presi- 
dent, Miss Rose Winick, who is an 
employé of the Albany Park board. 


“It is not the intention of our com- 
mittee or of myself,” s Merrill de- 
clared, ‘‘ to be paternalistic and to boss 
these groups. We are only anxious 
that high standards be maintained and 
that they be kept out of the hands 
of commercial exploiters. We will fur- 
nish trained organizers to any group 
wanting to start a club. We will ar- 
range for departmental programs, 
drama, book reviewing and the like, to 
any club which wants such work. For 
the rest, it will be ‘ hands off’ with us.”’

to Scholarship in 
College Urged 


Too Much Stress Seen on 
Social Life, Athletics.

It@ about time that college students 
put scholarship a few pegs higher, 
instead of several steps lower, than 
social prestige or a winning team. 

This is the opinion of Dean Gordon 
J. Laing of the University of Chi- 
cago, and he expressed it vigorously 
in the speech he made yesterday noon 
at the Union League club, before a 
luncheon meeting of Chicago alumni 
of Phi Beta Kappa; a national hon- 
orary scholastic fraternity. 

After outlining the history of Phi 
Beta Kappa, which, founded in 1776 
at the college of William and Mary, 
Williamsburg, Va., now has chapters 
in colleges and universities all over 
the country, and which bestows its 
key on men and women who excel in 
scholarship, Dean Laing urged all 
education to plece a similar emphasis 
on scholarship. 

“What do we find now?” he asked. 

“We wheedle a little boy through 
kindergarten; we. coax him through 
grammar school. We steer him 
through high school; we guide him 
through college. W+ take him through 
graduate work and we turn him out 
at Ph. D., but often entirely unedu- 


cated. 4 

“A bright boy shows progress in 
kindergarten where, I am inclined to 
believe, some of our best teaching 
is being done...He becomes recalct- 
trant in the grades. In high school 
he is diverted from his studies by ath- 
letics. In college he is sensitive to 
the special social prestige he may be 
enjoying, or the value of a win- 
ning team. Bout, upon his graduaticn 
he often knows more of athletics than 
of the value of constrictive tigink- 
ing.
